Seventy-Five Acres Aurned Over and 
Five Hundred People Homeless— 
The Department Being: Unable To 
Cope With the Flames—Incendiary 
Starts a Destructive Fire at Halifax.

20.—Flam es 
raged In the h e a rt of this tow n from 
3 o’clock 
y esterday 
afternoon 
until 
late a t night. The loss is estim ated at 
half a m illion dollars. 
P ractically six 
streets in th e business pt>rQm of the 
tow n are laid w aste, and w ith the other 
sections burned over, seventy-five acres 
of ground are covered by sm oldering 
ruins. 
A bout five hundred people are 
hom eless. T he tow n is strew n w ith the 
household goods and personal effects 
of those who m anaged to save their 
property, or p a rt of it, from the flames. 
In addition to this, the streets and park 
a re littered w ith the stock 
of m er­ 
c h an ts and th e household furniture of 
countless fam ilies, w ho Moved out in 
anticipation of the spread of the fire. 
T he courthouse, schoolhouses, and the 
public buildings have been opened for 
th e sh elter of the hom eless, and num ­ 
erous instances of pitiful destitution de­ 
m and th e sym pathy of the more fo rtu ­ 
nate. 
F o rty business 
houses and a t 
least IOO tenem ents have been wiped 
out of existence. 
In th e excitem ent of the hour it is 
im possible to determ ine w ith certain ty 
th e cause of th e disaster. 
All th a t is 
know n is th a t the fire was first seen in 
the lum ber y ard of W . B. Fonda. Tile 
alarm w as sounded a t 3 o’clock, but 
in a tw inkling th e flam es had com plete­ 
ly enveloped th e property, and when 
th e fire com panies reached 
the spot 
th ere w as no hope of saving anything 
in th e 
im m ediate 
vicinity. 
A 
high 
southerly w ind 
prevailed, and 
a t a 
glance it w as evident th a t the m ost if 
n o t th e entire business section of the 
tow n w as doomed. The flam es quickly 
spread to adjoining buildings. The fire 
w as carried by sp ark s to the roofs of 
houses and business blocks fully half 
a mile aw ay, and in five m inutes w as 
rag in g in a dozen different places at 
the sam e time. 
T he local fire com panies w ere power­ 
less to sta y the progress of the con­ 
flagration. 
No sooner w ere efforts di­ 
rected tow ard extinguishing it in one 
place th an it suddenly b u rst forth w ith 
redoubled fu ry in another. A rem ark ­ 
able featu re of the fire w as th a t as soon 
as the lum ber yard w as well ablaze the 
fire jum ped a t least GOO y ards and be­ 
gan to devour the b id d in g s in the very 
h e a rt of th e 
business portion 
of the 
tow n. 
L eaving th o r ig in s * source 
of 
the 
conflagration, the firemen hastened to 
sta y its progress to the northw ard, but 
w ithout avail. The flames m ade head­ 
w ay in a nest of wooden rookeries in 
th e center of the block m ade by L a k e 
foundry. M ain, and K ingm an streets, 
and from here spread northw ard to the 
very lim its of the business section. The 
fire com panies w ere absolutely helpless. 
F ire w as b u rstin g out In place 
after 
place in rem ote sections and confusion 
reigned suprem e. 
H undreds of men, women and chil­ 
dren rushed frantically about, carrying 
th eir belongings to some supposed place 
of safety, only to remove them as the 
fire sw ept onw ard or to see them con­ 
sum ed before they could be 
reached 
again. 
At 5:30 help arrived from Burlington 
and Sw anton, but by this tim e the fire 
w as practically under control, although 
it broke out here and there a t intervals 
and 
destroyed 
dw elling-houses 
and 
som e rem ote business place before a s ­ 
sistance could reach the scene. 
The 
tow n is in com plete darkness, the elec­ 
tric light and gas being cut off by the 
fire. One theory as to the cause of the 
fire is th e explosion of a lam p by which 
a w om an w as curling her hair. 
A m eeting of citizens w as held and 
m easu res taken to provide relief for the 
d estitu te.

Salt Lake City, U tah, May 20.—The 
bim etallic convention has adjourned. 
An address w as issued to the people of 
the country, settin g forth the claim s of 
the states represented. California, Col­ 
orado, Idaho, M ontana, N evada, Ore­ 
gon, W ashington and W yoming, and 
th e territo ries of New Mexico and U tah. 
The claim is m ade th a t the people of 
these states, irrespective of p arty a f­ 
filiations, present them selves alm ost as 
a u n it dem anding the free coinage of 
silver and gold a t the ratio of sixteen 
ounces of silver to one ounce of gold, 
w ith full legal tender functions accorded 
to each and no discrim ination against 
either. 
The address continues: 
“The 
m onetary system of the country was 
founded not upon gold alone, not upon 
silver alone, but upon both silver and 
gold, at a certain ratio to each oth<«r, 
w ith no lim itation upon the coinage of 
either and each standing upon an eqiyil 
footing before the law. The system w as 
founded by H am ilton, sanctioned by 
W ashington and Jefferson, its wisdom 
and justice questioned by no one until 
the year 1873. 
In th a t year, w ithout 
notice to the people, the stan d ard silver 
dollar w as dropped from the coinage 
system of the country, and every debt 
therein existing, public and private, ag ­ 
g regating thousands of m illions of dol­ 
lars, w as m ade payable in gold alone. 
A gainst this m onstrous injustice the 
m em bers of the new p arty are pledged 
to labor.”
